DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pig comprising a cylindrical block 
of dense plastic foam with end plates of a flexible polymeric material as recited in claim 3 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract includes the implied 
phrase "are provided".

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure.

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: there are multiple 
recitations of the term "the tube". It is difficult to determine which tube of the "pair of tubes" 
these recitations are referring. For the purposes of examination, it is being assumed that "the 
tube" refers to the tube into which the pig is inserted. Further, in line 10 of claim 5, "the tubes" 
should be changed to -the tube--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1, 2, and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Morgan 
(US 3,991,825). 
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Regarding claim 1: Morgan discloses an apparatus for raising a sample of liquid 
from a wellbore to the surface. The apparatus includes the following features: 

> A pair of tubes 16, 50 extending alongside each other from within the 
wellbore to the surface. 

> A connector (Figure 1) linking the tubes. 

> A valve 22 communicating between the inside and outside of one of 
the tubes 16 near its lower end. 

> A pig 36 insertable into one of the tubes 16 at the upper end. 

> A means at the upper end to adjust the pressure in each tube (Figure 

1). 

Regarding claim 2: The pig is generally cylindrical. 
Regarding claim 4: The valve is a non-return valve. 

Regarding claim 5: Morgan further teaches a method for raising a sample using 
the above apparatus. The method involves the following steps: 

> Lowering the tubes into the wellbore. 

> Inserting the pig into the tube. 

> Adjusting the pressure so that the pig moves to the lower end of the 
tube. 

> Causing liquid to enter the tube through the valve. 

> Adjusting the pressure so that the pig pushes liquid that has entered the 
tube to the other end of the tube. 

Regarding claim 6: The valve is a non-return valve and the liquid is made to enter 
the tube through the valve by decreasing the pressure in the tube. 

Regarding claim 7: Though not specifically shown or taught, the pressure would 
inherently be adjusted by a source of compressed air (note the compressed air label in 
Figure 1) and a pump. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this'title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Morgan in view of 
Kruka (US 4,498,932). 

Morgan discloses all of the limitations of the above claims except for the pig 
being made of a cylindrical block of sense plastic foam with flexible polymeric end 
plates. 

Kruka discloses a pig that is made of polymer foam that is covered with skin of 
flexible polymeric material (see claim 1 1). 

It would have been considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the 
time the invention was made, to have modified the pig of Morgan to be made of plastic 
foam with polymeric end plates as taught by Kruka in order to have provided a pig that 
was flexible enough to move easily within the tube while still being protected from wear 
and thus premature failure (1 :5-30). 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The remaining references made of record disclose various wellbore production 
systems that involve the use of pigs or plungers.
